the vacant places is the hostility of out- 
siclera to the men replacing the strikers.

Bi-;i,i,EviLLK, Oct. 5.— (Special) — The 
report that the C.K.P. has asked the G. 
T.R. to handle some of its freight has 
introduced the question whether or not 
in the event of the Grand Trunk authori- 
ties inter/eting to relieve the O.P.E. a 
strike 'would result. 

WiNMiPEQ, Oct. 5.— -(Special)— "i^he op- 
erators' strike remains still unsettled, 
and it would ajipear that unless the 
Htriker.s receive some assistance in a 
short time from otl'er orfzanizations their 
case will be lost. Tiie railway companv 
is gradually fiiliii'r; up the vacancies 
caused by the strikers and trains are 
iiioviiig more regularly. 

Superintendent Wiiyte states that 
men are at work on the division between 
Bnindon and Medicine Hat, 

Mr. Dolphin, one of the grand oflicers 
of O.R.T,, arrived here to direct the 
strike -at'-tbis end. He met a numbeirof 
striking telegraphers and sympathizing 
trainmen. 

Being asked if there were any new de- 
velopments he replied in the negative. 
Just now it seems to be a waiting game. 
In reference to Strictures on the trnth- 
fiilnesBof the statement published in 
the l-'ree I're.ss this morning to the ed'ect 
that the strikers haii retiiriKMi to work 
on .Assistant Siiperinteiideiit ^lilestone's 
sei!tion it may be said ttiat yesterdav 
afternoon General Superintendent 
Whyte received a telegram from Mile- 
etoiie wliich read, "Twelve ()'(!loek, 
noon; strike over on this division." The 
news was in circulation all afternoon 
and the Free Press had ample oppor- 
tunity of confirming it before publishing 
it. 

To make assurance doubly sure, a 
reporter waited on General Superintend- 
ent Whyto this morning, and asked fora 
statement of the situation on Mr. Mile- 
stone's sivision. Mr. Whyte said : " All 
the strikers did not go to work, but the 
places of those wbo nave not have been 
filled and the strike is over as far as my 
part of tlie road is concerned. I have 
alsosoni enough men to man Assistant 
Superintendent Nihlock's division, from 
Swift Current to Donald, and the nor- 
mal .stale of alliiirs will be restored there 
in a few hours, 

" IJy the express train that will arrive 
from the West this afternoon a party of 
operators will reach the city. After they 
liave been nxamined as to their fitness 
lor the duties tlioy have to iierforni, they 
will lie diatrilmted on the branch lines. 
On Wetlne.'-day fifteen 0])erators will ar- 
rive at Fort William by boat. This 
number will be more than sufficient to 
man the line between here and Fprt 
William." ' 

" Do you think a compromise will be 
reached at Lfontreal?" Mr. Whyte was 
asked. 

" Oh no, there will lie no compromise. 
The men were notified early last week of 
the conilit ions for their return to work. 
The company have not deviated in the 
least since then from tlieir line of action, 
hut liave Ijeen juUting men to work 
every day, and every jihicc that is filled 
by a iieiv man will' remain filled. At 
Blontreal the management have refused 
to eonsiiler applications that all the 
BtrikerH be allowed to go to work, because 
some of the strikers committed acts that 
will render their re-engagement impos- 
sible." 

" Are you making any progress in re- 
storing the train service?" 

" It Is improving every day. We have 
quite a numbers of freight trains moving 
now and the luimbor will be increased 
from this tiay out." 

By to-day's mail over fifty applications 
were received from practical operators 
asking for Bitmitions on the line. The 
ofliciaia say they will not have the 
slightest dilliculty in securing all the 
operators they want, only that a few 
days will be required to make the selec- 
tions, becanae only the moat competent 
men will be employed. Commercial 
telegrams are now accepted for the prin- 
cipal points along the 0. P. E. main 
line west to Vancouver and to Kat 
Portage, Port Arthnr^ Fort William and 
all offices in Ontario arid Quebec. The 
service to ofRcers along the M, & N. 
railway is interrui)ted. 

Ya.nc'ouvi£|{, Oct. 5. — (Special) — There 
is little cliange in the strike situation. 
Local telcgrapliere say that in spite of 
contrary rumors the strikers are stand- 



ing firm. The railroad ofiicials received 
word to-day that the strikers in the 
Milestone division had returned. The 
wires received by tlie strikers to-night 
s.ay : "Not n man has returned 
at Milestone. The Brotherhoods 
will stand by us to the 
end. Pay no attention to 
press reports or rumors. Stand pat." 
None o£ the strikers have returned on 
the Pacific division. Some eight or nine 
men have been put on. 

PEoniAlll.,Oct. 5.— J. R. T. Austin, 
grand secretary and treasurer of the Dr- 
ier of Railroad Telegraphers, has re- 
ceived dispatches from Montreal sliow- 
ing the tie-u)) on the Canadian Pacific 
to he com|)lete. The telegrajiliers, Aus- 
tin's di.spatch says, stand firm. At 
niany places objection is made to 
anyone else attempting to perform tele- 
graphic duties. Kiniiloyes of tlie train 
service liave been restrtiineil with ilifli- 
culty from taking jiart in the strike. 
This is the reason the chiefs of their or- 
ders have gone to Blontreal. Commit- 
tees 01 engineers, firemen, (Mndnctors 
anil brakemanon the wc^i. in i i,,ive no- 
lied ofiicials that tliey will not risk 
their lives with inexperienced telegraph- 
ers. It is reported that the road is los- 
ing ^75,000 a day. Cattle are starving 
in cars and goods from China and Jaiian 
are lying in Vancouver awaiting ship- 
ment. Shipinng which has been in port 
more than a week wailing for cattle has 
lieeii liallaati'd preparatory to sailing for 
I'hightiul witlioiic cargoes. The situation 
for the Canadian Pacific is regarded as 
critical, owing to the fact that naviga- 
tion cliise.i in about tliirts' days and the 
great crojiH of the Northwest remain un- 
moved. Committees of coiuiuctors, en- 
gineers and firemen have called on the 
management aud asked for a speedy set- 
tlement of the trouble.

PouTSMOUTii, Oct. 5. — Early this 
morning the inhabitants of this city 
were all agog to witness the departure of 
the Czar and Czarina for France. All 
the vessels in the harbor were decorated 
from stem to stern, but at the particular 
request of the Czar no gutirds of honor 
were mounted ashore, althoutrb a de- 
tacliment of marines did sentry duty 
during the night and morning. Their 
Imperial Majesties passed the night on 
board the Polar Star, which started 
at 7 a.m., and as slie jiassed the various 
war vessels, their sides or 3'ard8 were 
manned and the imperial yaidil given 
buirle salutes, while the bami of the flag- 
ship Dlenheim jdayed the Kusaian 
anthem. This was followed by the roar- 
ing of cannon, salutes from the fnflexible, 
Victory and Hero, aud from the 
batteries ashore. The first lord 
of the Admiralty, Hon. George J, 
Goschen,on board the cruiser menheim, 
started at 6 :30 for Nab lightship, where 
were two British warships to escort their 
Majesties across the channel. The Duke 
of Connaught, on board astoam pinnace, 
accompanied the Polar Star to the mouth 
of the river and then returned. The 
Polar Star proceeded to Spitzer and was 
saluted by the British fleet, commanded 
by Vice-Adniiral Lord Walker Talbot 
Kerr, which formed in two lines, and 
with the Polar Star in the centre, pro- 
ceeded seaward to meet the I'rencb Meet 
from Cherbourg. 

Ohkrbouug, Oct. 5,— On lauding at 
Cherbourg the Czar touched his cocked 
hat as he passed before the French flag 
and his salute was greeted with pro- 
longed shouts. President Faure was on 
the landing stage and bowed deeply and 
kissed the Czarina's hand and welcomed 
tl'e Czar to France, the latter re])lying 
to the President's welcome with a mili- 
tary salute ami then taking M. Faure'a 
hand. The President asked whether the 
Czarina had suffered in the course of 
the rough passatre across the Chaimel. 
The Czar exprnased the uleasure be felt 
in at least achieving his long formed 
project of visiting France, 

Tlie invited guests who were already 
seated in the reception hall rose as the 
Czar and Czarina and the President 
entered. Tlie latter ebcort^d their 
Majesties to tlie raised platform, where 
President Faure took a position with the 
imperial guests on eitlier side of him. 
The presentations were then made and 
the party proceeded to the diplomatic 
hall between two lines of" guests, 
who bowed as the Czarina, still 
on the arm of President Faure, 
passed. The Czarina responded 
smilingly and the Czar touched his 
cocked hat to the salutes he received. 
After a short stay in the grand liall 
preparations were made for hoarding 
the state Ijarge Elan in order to review 
the fleet. Before this was done. Admiral 
Bebiiard suggested that in view of the 
fatigues which she had already under- 
gone during the day the Czarina might 
prefer not to accompany the Czar during: 
the review of the fleet. The Czarina re- 
plied: "I am too anxious to visit a 
French vessel to renounce such a 
pleasure." 

The maeniflcently appointed Ijarge 
was flyiiur the Freiudi tri-color and the 
Russian imperial standard side by side. 
As the Elan emergetl from the harbor 
to review the fleet of French warships 
moored in the roadstead, each vessel 
fired a salute of 31 guns. Tlie baige 
steamed between the sliips of the fleet, 
wliicli was drawn up, and as it jiassed 
tbe crew of each vessel gave seven 
cheers. As tlie guard of honor on deck 
presented arms, the bugles sounded and 
the band jilayed the Russian anthem. 

Upon leaving the Hoche a re- 
ne'T.ed salute of 31 guns was fired. The 
Russian sovereign then continued the 
review. 

At 6 :30 this evening President Faure 
and the other French officials went to 
the (juay to bring the Czar to the ban- 
(|uet. There were 73 guests seated at 

three tallies in the arsenal, The centre 
talih^ hud a iiiagiiiliceiit display of golden 
oniaiiieiita and flowers. Tlie Czar and 
President I'^uure occniiitid tlu! central 
places at this talile, iSl, hoiibel, re])ro- 
senting the senate, ami M. Drisson, pre- 
sident of the chamber of doimties, iieing 
seated on cither side of them. 

President t'aure, in proposing the 
toast to the Czar, said : It is with great 
joy that iu com))any with the ]iresident 
oi the chamber of lieputies I have re- 
ceived to-day your Majesty and the 
Empress. The president of the republic 
is certain that he responds to the senti- 
ment of the nation in constituting him- 
self theinterpreter of itsitnanimous wish- 
es for your imperial family, the glory of 
your Majesty's reign and the welfare of 
Russia. To-morrow in Paris your 
IMajesty will feel the heart of the fi'reneh 
people beating, and the welcome given 
to the Em])oror and the Empress of 
Russia will prove to them the sincerity 
of our friendshii)." 

The Czar in response to the toast said : 
"lam touched with the sympathetic 
and cordial welcome given to us at 
Cherbourg, I have much admired the 
s(|uadron which escorted us and also the 
admiral's vessel Hoche.

I think the 
crosscut has increased the value of the 
Iron Mask fully one-half."

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Enormous llithei-lo Inaccessible 
Gold, Silver ami Coal Fields 
Will Be Opeuetl Up. 



Engineering Dillieiiltips Not Very 
Great — The District Which 
the Kailway Will Serve. 



(From the Loiulon Times.) 

In consequence of the rapid dcveloi 
mentof gold mining in Soutliern Hritisli 
Ooluuibiii and tlie demand for belte 
railway accommodation, the Dominion 
government has decided to aek parlia- 
ment next seeaion for a loan to the Cana- 
dian Paciflo Railway Com jiany to build 
a branch line from Letlibridge, Albei tii, 
to Nelson, JirlLiah Ooluinhia, throiigli 
Crow's Ni'sc l^isa. The lengtli of the 
line will be 800 miles, and the ostiinatocl 
cost is $10,000,000. The railway will 
run thr(jut5li enormous coal lielda, hitli- 
erto iniu'i'f.-siljle. 

A travclU.T wlio ^vas in the Crow's Nest 
Pass 1 hrt'L' or lour years ago sends a de- 
acri])ti(in of it to the 'finies. It is al)out 
150 miles soiith of tlie Kicking IlorKo, 
wl)eiu tht! Canadian I'acillc Itailway 
])it-ri'cs tbi! Ivocky Mountains, and will 
nut neL-L's.-iitate anything like the Kick- 
ing Horse gradients, wliich are as steep 
as 1 in 20. The scheme of which the 
Crow's Neat line forms a part is a large 
one. 

About 2,000 miles from Montreal, near 
Medicine ilat, the main lino of the Can- 
adian PuciUc ibegins to slant away in a 
north-weateriy direction. Here the new- 
line will strike off due westward, and it 
will continue on this course, as closely 
as the crumpled crust of British Colum- 
bia permits, for nearly 800 miles, cross- 
ing range after range, tapping enor- 
mous 

Diii'osrrs OK gom) an'd kii.vick 
and yet more precious coal, till the old 
route bends southward and meets it not 
far from the I'acilic ocean and close to 
the American boundary. 

From .Meilicine ilat to Letlibridge, 
where coal mines exist, a branch rail 
way has lieen worked for a number of 
years. Krum J^ethbridge to Fort Mao^ 
leoil the way lies over a monotonous 
prairie. This " fort " is garrisoned by a 
strong detachment of mounted police, 
but they are not strong enough to pro- 
tect their own flag I JVIacleod may be 
called the capital of Windland. The 
west wind blows in one long and not loo 
gentle blast from January 1 to l)"ci'in- 
her. A new Union Jack is no sooiut 
hoisted than its nnravelment begins, 
and the flag has to be renewed about 'do 
times in tlie year. Tlie traveller con- 
tinues : 

Proceeding westward from Macleod 
with the snowy peaks of the liocky 
Mountains in full view, a |>rairie drive of 
32 miles takes us tu IMnelier's creek 
There is one line of great Ijouldeis 
Btretcliiiig nortli and soutli for several 
miles over the iihiiii — ii pLiiii that can 
hardly tliow another Ftoue as big as a 
man's heail. Accordinfr to an Indian 
tradition, the Old Man (otherwise 
Auld Hornie, Nick, or Cloulio ") om i! 
overslept himself, and awoke to lind one 
of his euljjugated tribes fleeing north- 
ward from liis tyranny. 

THE XK;aiONAN'T DEVIL 

stood up OB Chief Mountain, on the 
present frontier, and fiurled these rocks 
at his mutinous Indiana till thev were 
out of ruHuh. At I'iiicher's creek civil- 
ization ends, t^o far as a postal system 
and policemen rcjjresenl civili/.ation. 
Striking up from the creek, the trail at 
first rnriM across a rolling prairie, and 
tlien enters a valley, with the Porcupine 
Hills on the riglit — a trailing sjiur of tlie 
Hookies. The mountains projior rise 
higli on the left. The tiail runs npliiU 
anil downhill regardless of gradient, but 
even the imminent danger of an upset 
can hardly distract the traveller's at- 
tention from th(! growing grandeur and 
Tariety of the liiudscai)e. 15e- 
bind us now lies the bristling Porcupine 
range. In front rises higher and clearer 
the tremendous bulk of Turtle moun- 
tain. The outline of the turtle's buck, 
indented at regular intervals, is cur- 
iously correct, but on a nearer view it is 
plain that the shell only slopes to the 
liead and tail, wliile the sides fall away 
in precipices. Ah tlie ti'ail now wheels 
to till! left aiid approaches the turtle's 
tail, be seems to lie squatting back to 
back with a lion — a mountain uncom- 
monly like Arthur's r?eat. Far away in 
the west, but standing boldly out in the 
Buunlit mountain air, the Crow's Nest 
rises 

OVEK -THE lion's H.\CK. 

It is a huge and solitary dome of iiaKed 
rock. Thirty miles from Pinclier's 
Creek, the pass suddenly narrows to a 
gorge. There, crouching between the 
lion's uprighil Hank ami tlie tiinitle's 
well-docked tail, ia a log house that does 
duty for an inn. It will doubtless de- 
velep into a liydropathi:', institute wlien 
the railway cotaeH. For there, in the 
garden, gushing out of a cloven rock in 
the turtle's hind foot, is a little river of 
milky-white 8Uli>bur water. The beavers 
eeem to have used this port as a sana- 
tarium; their duui still obstructs tlx; 
etream a few yards from its source, and 
the stamps of the trees that they felled 
stand all along the banks. 

Leaving the inn lietimcB in the morn- 
ing, the traveller iliuis himself almost 
immediately out of the sulphurous gorge. 
The pass widens into a valley, with a 
coinjiaralively level bottom, shut in by 
riiounlaina on every sii.le. Tlie Turtle 
rises in the rear, sliuttiiig out the sun- 
riBo;on the left a dense pine forest 
elopes up from the southern bank of the 
Old Man's River, clothing with green 
the foothills of a enow-streaked sierra. 
Another sharp-toothed ridge, gray but 
dashed with glistening white, seems to 
bar the way to the west. Far oil' on the 
right, looking over the heads of all the 
intervening neighta, , the Crow's Nest 
towers 

IK STONY SOLITUDE. 

At first the road is Iwd beyon<l the 
reach of adjectives. In ten miles it fords 
the Old Man's river six times and 
smaller streaiiiB as many more. Tlien 
there is a brief interval of passable 
travelling. The woods have retreated 
and the strath has been found just wide 
enough for an enterprising Scotsman to 
establisli himself as the pioneer farmer 
of the Crow's Nest Pass. But a 
couple of miles further west the wagon 
trail comes to a sadden end on the shores

of a lake which stretches from side to 
side of the pass. The scenu here is ex- 
quisitely beautiful. A gentle breeze 
omes wandering down the pass, and 
the riiiples plashiiigon the eastern beach 
make harmony witii the tap{iiiig of the 
Ijieckers. Other sound there ia 
none, nor sign of man's existence. 

A locky liridle i)alh winds oil' to tlio 
right, but, narrow as it is, it can lind no 
room to pass along the sliore, and in 
forced to climb over a slioulder of the 
mountain. Up and down it goes, at 
most impracticable angles, now over- 
topping the fir trees that spring from the 
edge of the lake, and then dipping al- 
most into the clear green water besid 
their roots. Mere the footing is of solid 
ock, and there it lies aniung sbiirj) 
loose fragments brought tlown witli 
winter avalanche. Sucli travel is terri- 
bly bard on the unshod pack-ponies that 
now and then )5ass this way. As the 
trail comes arotuul a mountain spur and 
falls once more to the levid o( the lake, 
I viiguo and distant murmur breaks into 
i deafening roar, and a torrent crosses 
the path. A single tree trunk carries a 
careful foot-jiasteiiger safely over. Pour- 
ing out of a cavern in the overhanging 
cliff tlie little river thundera down in a 
waterfall that will presently receive a 
name and be photographed for the guide 
books. The path now rises,

than ever, till one is glad to climb with 
handa as well as feet, marvelling that a 
lingerless poney with COOIb. of freight 
on his hack should be able to make the 
ascent at all. Now and then, indeed, 
even a sure-footed Indian caynse fails in 
the attempt, and tujij.les over into the 
lake. Alter au equally .sharp descent 
the trail looses itself in a jungle. 
Mountains, lake, sky, all are hidden by 
the dense brush that threatens to pat 
out the. traveller's eyes and makesithard 
to distinguish tlie path under his feet. 
On the path, or close to it, an Indian 
luinter not long ago came upon iii.s 
quarry before be could aim his gun, and 
perished in the embrace of ,,i gri/.zly. 

The bushes draw back ami the trail 
passes out into a desolate stretch of 
burnt forest, where the click of a grass- 
hopper and the iiioineiitary gleam of liia 
yellow w-iiigs alone enliven the scene of 
death. The mountains on theotlieraide 
of tlie pass reappear, so close and so high 
that they seem ready to tall upon the in- 
vading mortal. The climbing sun peeps 
over tfie jagged edge and ilhimimilcB tiio 
snow he cannot melt ; but the beautiful 
vision is raked antl marred by the forest 
of blackeiiei.1 stems tiirough which it ia 
seen. Unhappily, such devastation as 
this is not rare in Canada, east or west. 
A few miles further south I have seen a 
mountain of valuable timber on Are (ora 
week, and I left it burning. The grimy 
desert is left behind, and 

riii-; i.ANM) lavK.s aiiai.v. 
A rivulet babbles down the trail, care- 
less of pas^ engers' rights. Grouse flutter 
uj) in disgust from under your feet. 
.Squirrels and chlpmunkd chatter pro- 
tests against your intrusion. Another 
lnk(! apjiears, exquisitely beautiful like 
the first, with an easle soaring overhead 
and a llock of wild duck breaking the re- 
flection oi tlie mountains on tlie Hliininir 
surface. A few miles beyond this jioint 
tlie .'sources of the Old Man's river aie 
jnissed, and the next little stream the 
tiaveller aces is llowinu; west — to the 
rucilic instead of llie Atlantic. The 
summit ol the jiass \t> reached, hut there 
is nothing grand or piclureMijue about it; 
lake anil jireci pice are left behind; the 
eye rests on nothing Ijiit thickiv-woodcd 
hills such as one cm see without going 
to the summit of the Rockies. 

This district, indeed, is only interest- 
ing from a coiniucicial point of view. 
Just beyond the watersheil which forma 
the boundary iietween the province of 
ISritish Columbia and the Northwest 
Territories of Canada, excellent coal has 
been found. I'rofesaor Selwyn, the late 
head of the Doaiinion Geological Sur- 
vey, calculated that the beds cover at 
least l iO square miles. It is to obtain 
this Coal that the Kootenay mining com- 
mmiities are anxious fm- the building of 
the Crow's Xest railway. It may be iin- 
iigined that the Canadian I'acilic Com- 
pany is ('(pially anxious to give tliein 
what they want. It remains to 
be seen whether the new Do- 
minion Parliament will j, ledge the 
country's assistance i.i carrying 
out the scheme. In the past one of the 
most hotly-urged accusaliona brought 
against the Conservatives -vas that 
thev unduly favored the Canadian Pa- 
cific company ; and although the com- 
pany's transcontinental line ia an insti- 
tution of which (apart from its political 
history)

Mr. i.,aiirier may be expected to look 
with a Homcwhat more critical eye than 
Ilia predecessor on Canadian Pacific pro- 
posals. However, in the interests of a 
rising Canadian industry that now has] 
to depend on the United States for i is 
coal, it is to be booed that by so me 
means or other the Crow's Nest railway 
will soon be built. The engineering dif- 
ficnlties, as has been Jiinted, are not 
very great. The only ai^rioualy trouble- 
Home section of the [lass, that which bus 
just lieen described, is skilfully avoided 
by a line |)asHing among the hillH to the 
north of the lakes. lAjr about 40 niilea 
beyond the watershed the route 
is very monotonous, biiint trecH being 
the most notable feature!' of the laiid- 
hcape. Then the line encounters a iitrle 
scenery on tiio 101k river. Crossing that 
stream and t;iio tableland which separ- 
ates it from the Kootenay, the latter 
river is reached wltUout diflaoaUyi

THE SHORT SESSION. 

Tiie taste of its quality that tlio jire- 
Bent Government has given the country 
during the short session of Parliament 
has not, we venture to say, raised itjin the 
estimation of intelligent Canadians gen- 
erally. It has not realized the hopes and 
expectations of its supporters, and it has 
notconiDflled the unwillinp; respect of 
opponents. The session has been a very 
barren one. It may be said that it was 
not e.vpected to be auythinj; else. It 
•met merely to pass the estimates and to 
do any other business that could not be 
well postponed. That is (jnite true, but 
an able Government arid a wise Govern- 
ment, even ina short session, would have 
been at some pains to leave the iiiijnesaion 
on the country that it bad determined 
on a policy that would tje beiiellcial to 
tlie people and that it possessed the 
vigor and theability to carry it out. But 
•we are convinced that Mr. Laurier and 
hi; colleat^ues have made no .such im- 
jircsaion. Even those who have watched 
the proceedings of Pai'liament closely 
know no more to-day about the course 
which the Liberal administration in- 
tend to pursue than tliey did on the day 
of the opening of the Legislature. The 
ministerB have studiously avoided mak- 
ing any definite announcement as to 
what thoy pro))ose to do with respect to 
the lanir, and what they have done in 
the inatter of the Manitoba school iiues- 
t'^oii has not recommended theui eitlier 
to those who believe that the Govern- 
ment should not interfere in the 
school legislation of Manitoba or 
to those wlio hold that it should 
be settled in the wa}' picscribcd by the 
Constitution. The scheming and in- 
tri>;uing that have been going on with 
respect to that question ever since Mv. 
I.,aarier became Premier do not, we are 
quite convinced, meet with the approval 
of iatelligent and honest Canadians of 
either party. 

On tlie two j;reat questions on which, 
the election tiiriicil, the course pur.sued 
i)y the Government must have been the 
reverse of satislaetoiy to tlie great 
majority of Canadians. They ditl e.xpect 
that when Mr. Laurier became Jt'reuiier 
he would vigorously set to work to per- 
form the many promises he batl made 
during the campaign. But he seems to 
have I'oigotten some of them and to 
have disregarded others. ,So far as the 
Government liave shown their band 
they are on the trade question oi)por- 
tunists, and on the school question 
schemers and corrupters. On neither of 
the questions have they shown that 
they are guided l)y principle. 

The Liberals have not yet cuinmenced 
to carry into practice tlKiir lond jirofes- 
sions of economy. Tliey have, by al- 
lowing the session to extend over thirty 
days, wasted a considerable sum of the 
taxpayers' money. To save for the peojilo 
between two and three hundred thousand 
dollars was worth at least an elFort. But 
there is no indication that the Govern- 
ment attempted to keep the session 
within the thirty days' limit. They had 
a good majority at their back, the Oppo- 
sition were not obstructive and the busi- 
nfias of the session could easily have been 
done ia less than thirty days. Why 
did not the Government take a 
dotormined stand afld insist up- 
on having a really short session? 
The answer is not far to seek. Be- 
cause the majority of their supporters 
would not allow tbem' to ;haye ,f^ thirty 
days' session. Some of them"are"^ mean 
enough and dishonest enough to attempt 
to lay the blame of the prolongation of 
the. session on the Conservative opposi- 
tion, but everyone sees that this is the 



flimsiest and the most disingenuous of 
excuses. 

The estimates do not show any dispo- 
sition on the part of the Government to ! 
cut down exposes. It is quite possible ' 
that it would not be wise materially to I 
lessen the expenditure, but it should not ' 
be fortrotten tliat the Liberals, when in , 
Opposition, were continually linding ' 
fault with the Conservatives for being 
e.'ctravagatit. 

The revelations made with respect to 
the way in which coutraota are manipu- 
lated by the Public Works Department 
opened a door wide forcontract-monger- 
ing and boodling. It is contended that 
Mr. Tarte did not see that he was giving 
his friends and favorites an opportunity 
to cinch contractors. Mr. Tarte is an 
old politician. He is greatly belied if 
he is not up to all the dark ways and 
cunning tricks of political schemers, 
lie is not the kind of man to plead in- 
nocence of intention in a matter of that 
sort. When he gave his Liberal friends 
a chance to make money out of public 
contracts it is not to he sujiiiosed that he 
was so simple or so inex])erienced that 
he was taken by surprise when he found 
that one of them had attempted to use 
the opportunity he hatl given him to lill 
his ])ock(?ts at the puljlic expense. In 
this coal contract business the jieople of 
Canada have been favored with a 
glimpse of the inner working of the Grit 
administration. When we take a look 
back at what has been done by the new 
Government during the session of Par- 
liament that has just closed we do not 
think that the people of Canada will 
feel disposed to congratulate themselves 
on the fact that tlie Liberals are at last 
ill power and the Conservatives in oj)- 
poaition. 



A DIRECT ROAD TO KOOTENaY. 

The Weekly Times (fjondon) of Sep- 
tember IS contains a very well written 
and timely article on "The Crow's Nest 
Pass." Speaking of the railroad that is 
to run through that Pass to the Kootenay 
country the writer says : " If they (the 
company) carry a railway across the 
wild highlands separating those valleys 
from the level country to the west with- 
out dipping here and there into foreign 
territory the men who built the lino 
through the Kicking Horse Pass will 
have earned a handsome addition to 
their laurels. That, hiiiri'vi'v , can trait. 
The nrrc.ixilirx of tin- hour iriUlinif t;,ni 
htrt irltrn thr Cr<iw'n Xr^H /Vis^ i.< juiitrd 
Id Ihr Konlri.iii/." 

The words that wo have italicized show 
that the Times correspondent takes a 
mistaken view of the matter. The 
western end of the road, from a British 
Columbia point of view, cannot wait. 
The necessities of the hour and of the 
Province have not been met when the 
Crow's Xest is joined to the Koctenay. 
Direct couiinunication with the Koote- 
nay country by the shortest road possi- 
ble is.what both the cities of the coast 
and the mining district urgently re- 
(luire. We understand that a route 
through the mountainous country near 
the Coast uuich easier tiian was at first 
believed to exist has been discovered, 
and that the western section of the 
Crow's Xest line can be built much more 
easily and cheaply than has hitherto been 
supposed. The energies of the business 
men of the Coastshould be^evoted to the 
construction of that section, and the Pro- 
vincial Government should, if it is wise, 
give it all possiliie encouragement. If 
tlie Kootenay country coiitinuea to tle- 
velo]) as it has hitherto developed, and if 
it fulfils its present promise, easy and 
rapid communication with it from the 
Coast cannot be had too soon. This is a 
matter well worth thinking about and 
inquiring into.

Tlie 
cause of gratification is not alone in con- 
neciion with the quantity of the goods 
exported. The quality has been so im- 
proved that English trade papers have 
commented on it, and large tiealers regu- 
larly advertise Canadian buconand hams 
anioiig their specialties. The country 
has gained on every hand. 

This is an instance in which a protective 
duty has not only benefited the industry 
wiiicli it was intended to foster, but has 
indirectly helped other industries and 
furthered tlio general prosperity of the 
country. Other jirotoctive duties, as the 
(iovernment, when they begin to revise 
the taritr, will see, have been beneficial. 
Wo have no doubt that Mr. Fielding will 
bo surprised to lind among the farmers 
of the Dominion some rd' the most earn- 
est and the most intelligent upholders of 
the National Policy.

! PROTECTION TO THE FARMER. 

I Tt is said by the Grits that the farmers 
of tlio Domitiioii do not need protection, 
that the country exports large quantities 
of fiinn lu'oilnce and that to send sucli 
produce to Canada is like sending coals 
to Newcastle. When tlie people of a 
country raise so niiicli of a coiimiodity or a 
; class of coininodities that they have a 
^ large surplus to export, import duties on 
such commodities are inoperative. They 
I do not protect the producer. Thoy do 
neither ^001! nor liarin. This reasoning 
HotiiKhs plansihle, anil if tlie lef,'iKlatore of 
I Canada were <;uided by it they would 
not atteinpt to protect tlie farming in- 
^ duBtry of the country. But fact ia better 
than theory, and experience is more to 
I be depended upon than abstract reason-

An instance is given by 
the Montreal Giazetto of the bonefit 
which Canadian farmers have derived 
from i)rotection which ought to be ;;en- 
erally known. Hero is what our Mon- 
treal conteinjiorary says about the pro- 
tection given to ])ork by the National 
Policy : 

When the protective tariff was ar- 
ranged in 1878 a certain amount of pro- 
tection was given to the Canadian pork 
producers, as to those engaged in other 
industries. Complaint was made, how- 
ever, that an error bad been .made^in 
the extent of the pifotection; and that 
t ie National Policp tariff in this item 
at least was not doing what was 
e.N-pected of it, nor what it could do. The

Ho i)roceeded in 
most felicitous terms lo elaliorate his 
theory, which, he said, was so f."ir an un- 
written one, and wijh him perbajis more 
■ L(lre:i:n lhan a reality, and illustrated 
remarks by diagrams. A similar 
theory had been jiartially developed by 
older scientists in regaril to shells and 
reat i)ossi bilities lay in pursuing the 
investigation in the lines indii'ated. In 
onclimion he expressed the jileasure it 
L'five him to meet brother naturalists, 
with whom all the world was akin. The 
members of the society tendered him a 
hearty vote of thanks. Mr. Hastings, 
who had a miacropic polariacope and a 
number pf crystals with him, gave a 
most interesting talk on the polarization 
of light. He referred to the discovery 250 
.years ago of the law governing polarized 
light and the fie|)aration of the longi- 
tudinal from the transverse rays by 
iiuygens, who was the father of the 
optical seienc:e of to-day. Although 
wrong ill soine of his conclusions, he 
stablislied a recognized law, and to his 
llbrts the seientilic world owes much of 
ilH knowledge regarding the jihenomena 
of light, which for 200 years subsequently 
was all practically that was known of the 
abject. By request he will continue 
the demonstration at the next meeting. 
Several new members were elected.

ICr. Justice Drake (jives a Decision 
) -in Favor of the Cousolidated 
lialhvay. 

An Injunction Granted Until I'rovL- 
Sion Is Made lor tlu' Tram- 
way Triinic. 



The city has beun prohibited by the 
«ourta from proceediiif; with the coii- 
Btruction of the pile bridge acroBa Vic- 
ioria Arm'until sufficient provision lias 
been made for tramway traffic over the 
temporary etriicture. This is the result 
of tlie jiuli;m erit given yesterday by Mr. 
Justice Drake on the motion argued be- 
fore hiiu last week by the Consolidated 
railway and the City, Xaturally, the 
city do not relish the situation, and the 
Mayor remarked yesterday afternoon 
tliat the judgment would very likely be 
appealed from. The full test of tlie 
judgment is as follows: 

" Tliia is a motion by tlie plaintiff for 
an injunction to restrain tlie deieiuliuits 
from i)ro(:eeding with tlie erection of a 
wooden pile bridge over Victoria Anu at 
Point KUice, on the ground that the pro- 
posed bridge was insufficient for tlieimr- 
poees oE tramway tratlic, and by consent 
the motion was turned into a motion for 
judgment. 

" From the evidence it appears that 
the Point EUice bridge collapsed on the 
26th May, and instead of making any at- 
tempt to repair it the corporation com- 
menced thet erection of a pile bridge 
alongside the existing delapidated struc- 
ture. The Dominion government inter- 
fered aiivl ijijunction was obtained to 
restrain t'lie farther prosecution of the 
proposed v/drk, which injunction was 
suspended in consequence of an agree- 
jment iVhich the corporation had en- 
tered into with the Attorney-General of 
Canada. The defendants thus being in 
a position to prosecute the work of build- 
ing the bridge the plaintifla commenced 
these proceedings, 

" The. present plaintlfFa are admitted- 
ly the legal assignees of the National 
iElectric Tramway and Ijigliting Co., 
Limited Liability, subsuciueiitly known 
as the Victoria ]'"lectric Railway & 
Lighting Co., Ltd.; and by act 57 Vic- 
toria, cap. Oo, the previous existing acta 
and frauchieea were coiisulidated and 
aineiuled, and by section 1 an airreement 
made between the corporation of Victoria 
and certain partiea who afterwards Ije- 
caine a corporation under the name of 
the National Electric Tramway and 
Lighting Co., Limited Liability, was ra- 
tified and confirmed, and the company 
and corporation were empowered to do 
whatever was necessary to give efi'ect to 
the substance and intention of the pro- 
visioiiB of the agreement. 

" The plaintilla, by section 12 of the 
act, had power to construct, maintain 
and operate a street railway upon or 
along certain streets within the city of 
Victoria subject to the approval and 
Eupervieion of the city engineer aa to the 
location of polea, tracks and other works 
of the company, or upon the lands high- 
■wayB and bridges lying between the city 
of victoria and town of Esquimau. 

"This is the statutory authority 
which enables the company to lay their 
tracks on or over any street maintained 
in the schedule to tlie agreement or over 
any bridge. The duty of the corporation 
is limited to supurviaint: and controlling 
the location of polee, tracks and other 
works, but they cannot prevent the 
company from laying tracks on any audi 
street, but suljject aa mentioned in 
section 1 of the agreement. 

" By section m of the agreement, the 
plaintifla may lay, construct and oper- 
ate a single line over and along any 
bridge in the said city, upon laying a 
new flooring over the whole of the 
bridge so crossed. 

" The defendants contend first that 
at the time the agreement was entered 
into, viz., 20th November, 1888, the 
limits of the city were much smaller 
than they are now, and that the agi ee- 
ment must be read as only applying to 
the restricted area; in which case Point 
EUice bridge would not be within the 
terms of the agreement. 

" The terms of the agreement read in 
the light ot clause 1 of the act ajipear to 
me to be euthcieutly wide to cover any 
bridge which might thereafter come un- 
der the control of the city; there 
are are no words limiting its operation 
to then exiating bridges . New bridges 
miglit be constructed or rebuilt within 
the old liniita of the city, and it is hard- 
ly arguable that in such cases tlie agree- 
ment would not be operative; but if the 
slightest doubt existed on this point un- 
der the agreement, section 12 of the net 
gives the necessary power. 

" The other point taken by the de- 
fendanta is thai the corporation in builil- 
ing a britlge are not houiu'. to conaider 
the tramway reqiiireuienta and may con- 
struct a bridge too narrow or too lifeiit 
for the purposes of the company. The 
plaintifla contend that under the net 
and agreement the company have a 
right to hay their track atiross any bridge 
wliich is constructed for vehicular traf- 
fic and which is in the lino of their 
then existing track and ihe corporation 
cannot avoid this obligation by erecting 
a bridge unfitted to carry the weight of 
the tram cars. It is true that no action 
would lie at the suit of the plaintill's 
against the corporation for non-repair of 
the broken bridge, KusRclI v. Men of

" The question I have to decide is not i 
otie relating to non-repair of the bridge j 
or as to the Statutory liability of the cor- j 
poratioain respect thereof as part of a 
public highway. Tlie cases under thif ' 
bend are collected in the municipal 
(!0uncil of Sydney v. Bourko 18SI5, Anp, 
CaH.-l;i;-!. 

" But as the corpoiation are now after 
a kunen table loss of time preparing to 
erect a subHtitute for the broken bridge 
the ]>laimiffd say it ought to be of suf- 
ficient capacity for their requirements, 
which in one sense are the requirements 
of the public. 

"The evidence clearly shows that the 
bridge now partially erected will not be 
of autlicient 8treng,tli to take the tram 
cars, and so much is admitted by the 
corporation engineer. 

"Are the plaintifTs entitled under the 
agreement to utilize any bridge erected 
by the corporation in lieu of an existing 
bridge for tlin purpose of their tram line? 
In my opinion the statute and agreement 
give them that right. Of course such a 
right muat be limited to bridges builtfor 
vehicular traffic and does not apply to 
foot bridgoa, as the right must be read in 
a reasonable way. Whether or not the 
agreement eiifiiciontly protects the iii- 
ti-rcsts of the city is not now to be coii- 
aidcred, 

"The plaintilla in furtherance of the 
agreement have expended a largi; auin of 
money on the couBtruction of llieir 
works, and by the intended new bridge 
which i.a nearly completed a large jiarl 
of l lu'ir Hue will lie coin pletely cut off 
from tlieir power lionee and works anil ' 
tliiiH pi'actically rendered useleas. 

" I therefore grant the injunction asked 
fcr and until such time as suflicient pro- 
vit-ion is made for the tramway traffic.

CANADIAN AllTILLERYMEN. 

Wiat Their Successes at Shoeburyness 
pican fpr Cnnncla. 

Ttie following a|)preclative article ia 
from the editorial coliinina of the Mon- 
treal Star : 

It is very doubtful if the inagnilicent 
character uf the victory aidiieved by the 
Canadian gunners at Slioeburyness is 
fully understood by the average civilian. 
Yet it was a triumph in whicli we may 
honestly rejoice. These conspicuoua 
successes of Canadians abroad are worth 
many sheaves of immigration literature 
to the country, to Biiy nothing of the 
wholeponie oo'niidence in our nationality 
with which they have imbued us. The 
new-a of anch a iriuinph stirs the true 
Canadian like the rising note of a bugle. 

" We have before ua a list ot the coni- 
petitiona and pri;;es for 1890," as well as 
the " official ban l-book of the National 
.Vrtillery Aaaocial ion. " It appears that 
there were at Sliaebiirynesa during the 
recent meeting in the month of August 
twenty competitions in all, on guna 
ranging from the sixteen pounder up to 
the ten inch, In eight of these the 
Canadians were not eligible to enter, no 
that those for which the Canadian tcatn 
were eligible, and which they did enter, 
were twelve. They wow two first prizes, 
namely the Londonderry ciiallongo 
cup and the Queen's prize; they 
also carried ofT the third prizes in 
the corporation and city company's 
challenge cup competition, and in re- 
pository "A" ahift. ['"or Ilia Ivxcel- 
leiioy the Governor General of Canada 
(Mip they were three points onlj- behind 
the Kritisli team, the score standing li'JIj 
to £13. 

The Queen's prize was, of course, the 
banner uri/.e of the meeting; it consists 
of a silver eiii) (L'" inefiea high) and a 
silver iiailge for each nieniber of the 
team, tlie whole of tlie value of £110. Jt 
is the prize for the highest aggregate 
score in all the competitiona with the 
6f-pounder H. M. L. Palisser gun. This 
ir.ehules competitions on Standing car- 
riages, auidi as our gunners are accus- 
tomed to in Canada, and also on naval 
slides at moving targets. With these 
slides and moving targets, the Canadian 
gunners had no previous experience or 
practice, and saw ttiem for the first time 
on their arrival in Shoeburj-nesa. Their 
BUcceas is therefore all the more credit 
to them. 

The success ol the team and the 
lioiior rellected on the country would 
certainly justify the goveriiniept in in- 
creaaing their grant to our gunners; the 
grant this year having only anioimled to 
^2,000, less than half the expenses of the 
team, the balance having to be made up 
by the different regiments sending mem- 
bers to the team, and by private sub- 
scriptions. 

The Canadian gunnera have done well 
for the country and the country can af- 
fort to do well for them.

All the memb. ra of the council were 
preaeii^t at the regular weekly meeting 
last eveninft, Mayor Beaven presiding. 

Tii« Mayor returned for reconsider 

ation the re.solution recently passed con- 
templating a termintition of the contrtict 
lor conveying gai btige out to deep water 
anil the utili/.ation on hind of the night- 
soil, i\slie?, etc., now carried awiiy by the 
contrtictor. III.s Wor.ship reail hi: 
retisoii-s, as lollov.'s ; 

" The ab' ivf ri'-( .luliiiii fniittiins thr I'ol 
louiii'_' ju'op. '--it ions . l>t. 'fliat I lir mrt hod 
ill v.iu'iu' for several years past for the 
iiinval ■ it' ;;arliaKc Iroin the city by ]il:n'iii^' 
it in a sciiw al the foot iil' 'f elcLrrapb sli 
and di'posilinj,' its contents in deep water 
ill the Straits be discuntiiuied at once, liiul.

■' With regard to the first ami second pro- 
positions, J consider it luiwise to discon- 
tintic :t system which has proved beiielicial 
in wliii-li the luiblic health is in- 
volved until the experiment otit- 
linril in the above resolution has 
been put to a piactiral ti'st ;iml found 
to lie sali.-factory to all piTMjiis intercsied, 
especially as it is proposed to utilize a |ior- 
tiun of the garbage under a sehiblance of 
municipal authority on land beyond the 
jurisdiction of the council's course of ac- 
tion, which may tend to dithculty and jiro- 
voke a eontlict with the provincial board ot' 
health. 

'• Willi rcgaril to the third proposition, it 
is ijiiite within the power ot' the city en- 
gineer and the stinitiiry insjiector at any 
time to arrange that the scavengers deposit 
clean a.-'hes when' filling is re(|uireil in 
streets or vacant pliicv.'J within the city- 
hut it must be reiuembored that there Is re- 
moved from the city a large quantity of 
garbage and refuse which it would be im- 
possible to dispose of in that manner, and 
that if the use of tlie scow is discontinued 
no provision whatever would be made for 
its disposal. 

" 1 therefore recommend the council not 
to change the existing slate of things in 
the manner Indicated until the proposi- 
tions contained in the above resolution 
have been tested and found satisfactory." 

In the discussion which fglKiwed, Aid. 
Glover agreed with the Mayor, ifeeling 
that if the reaulutiou bad been fnlly un- 
derstood by the cjundl it would not 
have p.Ts-ed. Aid. .Marcliant defended 
the residiitioii, whicli lielnul moved, and 
spoke with enthusiasm of the Jinancial 
and general economic advantages of his 
scheme for utilizing the refuse now go- 
ing to waste. The flavor e.xplaineti that 
his suggestion was that the committee 
named umler the resohition should at 
least make a test of the scheme before 
the present arrangement ia abandone 
Aid. Cameron thought that the Mayor's 
recommendation ahould be adopted, ant 
spoke in favor of the ])resent ))lan as the 
most satisfactory yet tried, rather thiin 
the new scheme. A vote was taken on 
the question whether the resolution 
should be again adopted in its original 
form, and this was lost, Aid. Macmillan, 
Humplirey and Marchant alone voting 
for it. The resolution therefore fell to 
the ground, .Tiui .\ld. Marchant an- 
nounced that he would not touch it auy 
more, " even witli a long stick."' 

POINT ELLICE BItlDOE. 

TiiK Clkrk read the judgment deliv- 
ered yesterday in the matter of the Point 
Ellice bridge. 

Ald. Macmillan asked the Mayor 
whether the statement was not made to 
the Dominion government in the recent 
correspondencu, tlnit tlie In'idge would 
be strong eiiouizh to carry :i railway 
train, lie believed this was on the ;ui- 
thority of the engineer, and he wanted 
to know how in the face of this the en 
gineer could have made an affidavit to 
the contrary. 

TiiK M.woit said the impression on 
his mind waa that the liriilire was said 
to he plannBil so that it would be "strong 
enough to carry a locomotive." 

Ald. Hu.Mi'iinicv thought the exnliina 
tion was that the bridge would be strong 
enough to carry anything except for the 
truss, and be could not understand how 
it was that a truss should bo put in that 
would not carry a tramcar. 

The judgment was ordered to be re 
eeived and filed, and the matter droi>i)eil.

A letter from Mr. A. 0. Flumerfelt in 
the matter of the St. Gbarlea street sew 
er, asked if the persons interested in

drain with it, the pit to be constructed 
to the satiafaction of the sanitary officer 
niul frequently emptied withotii cost to 
the city. A proposition by Aid. Tiarks 
to refer the letter to the sewerage com- 
mittee was lost on division of 3 to G, and 
the letter waa filed ; the sanitary oflieer 
to be instructed to abate the present nui- 
sance as ordered last week. 

R. B. McMlcking and J". C. Scott, 
residents on Kingston street, again 
petitioned for a sidewalk to enable them 
to reach the present sidewalk system at 
anv point. 

The trouble in this case Is that the 
street committee allege that certain 
fences on this street encroach on the 
street and refuse to lay a walk until the I 
fences are moved buck. .Md. M'illiains ' 
stated that lioth the pctilioiiera are 
willing to move their fences, and that 
there is no obstruction Ijetween their 
property and Meiiziea street. It was re- 
solved tliat the sidewalk should be laid 
when the fences are moved. 

C. T. W. l^ijier presented a claim for 
.$10 for a boat said to liave Ijeeii taken by 
an employe of the cur()oratioii named 
Conlin and not returned, Mr. l*ii)er 
having found it after losing two days in 
the search. Keferreil to the lire wardens, 
it being suggested that the boat was used 
by a lireman on duty. 

The city solicitor and city engineer 
advised the council to notify Mr. Phillips 
to l emove his fencing and a small build- 
ing from Beacon street and St. Ajidrew 
street ; and that failing to comply with 
Ibis notice Mr. Phillips be summoned 
by the police. Adopted. 

The city engineer reported on Mr. 
I'iliei 's application forlaiRling |)rivilegea 
lor a ferry at I'jint Kllice. Tlie report 
being (lechireil to be too iiideliuite und 
not in accoidaiuH^ with the reiiueal by 
the street cotiimittee to tli?) eiigiiieer, it 
Wiis referred back to him lor aiiiplilica 
tion. 

In Chiet Deasy'a report for yepti'iiibiM- 
on tire department matters, he com- 
plained that corporation workmen use 
the hydrants in conneclion M'itli Hush- 
ing ditiiiis tinil leave theiu in an ini- 
jiroper coiulition, and he asked that re- 
gulations be made to prevent these 
hydrants being found out o£ order when 
wanted for fire purposes. Referred to 
the fire wardens. 

A report from the finance coimnittee 
recommended an appropriation of .fHoO 
to commence boring on the site ot the 
proposed Point Kllice britlge, for the 
purpose of the foniulations. 

Ald. ^VlI.l,IAMs objected to this ex- 
penditure as unnecessary , holding that 
a pile foundation could be placed if 
necessary, without any cxjiensive bor- 
ing. 

The appropriation wis agreed to after 
further brief discussion. Another re- 
port from the same committee ndvised 
that contracts for police Bupplies he 
awarded as follows: Thomas ci Grant, 
17 suite for constables at f21; W. D. 
Kinnaird, 2 suits for sergeants at^29.50; 
li. l^iobert, 1 suit for chief, at ^'.i'.i; tien. 
H. Maynard, boota for i)"'i('e, at ■'fti.oO. 
Agreed to. 

The printing committee recoiiimendeil 
the acceptance of Mr. G^isack'a tender 
for printing the voters' lists at S'2 cents 
per iKige. Agreed to. 

The streets committee recommended 
that MeCiregor it Jeeves be notilieil to 
place a two-foot sidewalk outside their 
fence on Government street; tileo that 
150 loads of broken stone be procured 
from the government grounds for use on 
Belleville street. It was explained that 
this stone is to be used for tilling up, in 
place of earth, and at fifty cents a load 
it will be cheaper as well as being better 
than earth. It is to be covered with 
granite. The report was adopted. 

.\EW DIVISION or WAIIDS. 

Ald. Mauciiant moved the adoption 
of the plan'siibniitteil by the city assess- 
or for the re-division of the city into 
three wards: more eiititil as to the num- 
ber of electors and as to area thiin the 
present. lleferring to an eilitorial in 
the Coi.oNisT, he said he thought it " tin: 
height of imbecility " to suggest us in 
that article that the council iiiiglit bel- 
ter give their attention to restoring com- 
munication with N'ictoria West and 
Esquiinalt; to purify ing tlie water ; and 
to dealing with the Government street 
cabstand and other nuisances. 

Ald. Macmillan spoke at some'length 
about himself and theCoLOMsr and sup- 
ported Aid. Marchant's proposition, 
though he felt it would be against his 
chaiu;eH of eleittion by placing his prop- 
erty in the Centre ward in place of in 
the Xorth ward. 

The resolution was carried on division 
of to •!, iis follows :

Ai.D. PAiiTitiDdi; moved the resolution 
of which he htid given notice as follows

voir, the bottom as well as the slopes to be 
concrete, the work to be done by day lal 
2. The alterations of the line of the lOast 
yaanich road toprevontit beiii^' overllMivril 
by the raisinfi of the water in the lake, the 
work ol iriadiiifr. etc., to be done bv ilav 
labor. :;. Tluit .Mr. .1. (i. I'.iown be engaKeil 
to superintend the worl; of eoinjileting the 
reservoir under I he directions of the en- 
gineer in charge." 

Tun Mavoii said a rough estimate of 
the cost of this very necessary work 
places it at $10,000, and though there is 
$12,000 of the loan now available there 
may not be so much when the con- 
tractors are settled with. He thought, 
however, that there is money enough to 
proceed to raise the level of the lake and 
to exprop»iate the land required ; and 
this is the most urgent part of the work, 
because the whole operation of the new 
lilter beds depends upon the level of tlie 
lake being raised some three feet, the 
preparation for which roust be made be- 
fore the wet reason, otherwiee a whole 
year would bo lost. 

The resolution was therefore altered 
so as to ])rovide lirst ol all for the work 
necessary to raise the water level. Mr. 
Brown to be engaged to supervise the 
work, under the direction of the en- 
gineer in charge, and authorized to hire 
and discharge all men employed. The 
portion relating to the reservoir, the 
Mayor said, could not be put, betta.ise 
the council have already decided upon a 
different course. Aid. Partridge le- 
fiiseil to move the resolution ii the 
reservoir were left out, and therefore the 
inatter was dropped for the time being. 

THIS BRIOQE AOAJN. 

Ald. Tiabks moyed :

I he Consolidated Bailway Co. to appoint an 
engineer to confer with the city engineer, 
with a view tb'ascertainhig in wliat way the 
temporary pile bridge across Victoria Arm 
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could be strengthened in order to ailniit of 
its use with perfect safety by tlic coinimiiy's 
cars during the construction of the sto'ne 
and steel uridge ; and to arrange with tlie 
company for their paying the goat of such 
work." 

Ald. Macmillan advocated " assert- 
ing our independence " by putting on a 
scow instead of building a bridge, "just 
to show these eantaukeroua peo[)lo how 
Ion;; wo i;an ^'o without a hridge." 

The resolution u"as earried. 

Ai.i). Wii.i.i.^.M.s moved, seeomled by 
.\ld. i^artridge, that the .Mayor he re- 
(juested to interview the Jlessrs. l>iins- 
muir, to re(inesl the use of the railway 
bridge for ordinary traflie tor a further 
period of si.Kty days. If the ))rivilege 
could not he secured, he thought the coun- 
cil should place a scow ferry for the eon- 
venience of the peojile of Victoria West, 
who have siillered long enough. 

The resolution was unanimously adopt- 
ed, after a few words by the Mayor in 
appreciation of the Icindneaa which the 
MessrB. Dunamuir have already shown 
to the citizens in allowing the use of the 
railway bridge. 

The council adjourned at 11 p.m., 
tliougli some of the aldermen urged'that 
they should remain and vote on the aji 
plications already received for the poei 
tion of medical iiealth officer.
